The history
of the father of Fredaric the Great alone i3
more interesting than aoy event we oan think
of in the best works of fistion. Many yeara
ago there appeared a work, written in French,
purporting to be by theMargravine de Bareuth,
the favorite sister of the great Fraderio, Heor
description of the Prussian and of some of the
gmaller German courts, is amusing in the ex-
treme.

If he
wonld hold his own he must keep battling
like those who surround him and the result is
that for five-gixths of the year, every energy is
iu nge, every power of the mind and soul is
kept in a full tension. If any machine com-
posed of iron or stesl is drawn persistently,
witbhout times being allowed for repair, it will
iu a short time break down., If any horse is
worked day after day, at a headlong gail,

either he becomes diseased or else he dies, In
these we oan hava 4 paralell cars in the
Luoman frame. What iron, aund steel

and horse flesh caunot enduare, cannot be en-
dured by mankiod., When, therefore, after a
weary stretch from Feptember to July, the
wan of business, the lawyer, clergyman, edi-
tor, physician, or mechanic, is overtaken by
the oppression of warm weather, it is sound
policy, if he has the meaus, to expend it in
recuperating his energies. 1t is for this reason
that so many fly from the city, and for two
weeks, if not for & lenger time, devote them-
selves to doing nothing. It weuld ba a difii-
cult task to estimate the proportion of the
prople of our city who go away for a greater
or less time during the snmmer months, We
cannol but deem it a fallacy which is circulated,
that comparatively few residents of the city
are nuuable to go for a day or so, at least, away
from the toil of every-day work. This absence
ig really wothing more than the storing up ot
just so much health to be expended during
the approaching winter. Now it is being hns-
banded, then it is recklessly expended. Iow
wany thousands of our most active citizens
would in & few years wear thewmselves ont
were it not for this relaxalion, this relieving
of the burden? Iapecially is this true of the
younger portion of the country. Boys who
are studying all winter, and young wen,
whether professional or mercantile in their
pursuits, require, not as a luxuory, but as 4
necessity, this relief,

We therefore deem the spirit which would
begrudge the money thus spent, & narrow and
mistaken ome. Of all the expenses of the
year, none ylelds so abundant a return as
fouds laid out for recreation and rest during
the oppressive montha of snmmer.

A Strange Story of Shipwreck.
A correspondent of the Chicago Repu) ican

writes irot the Azeres the foliowing dramatic |

| account of a recour fearful collision and ship- |

“My ship, the Coiumb n, wihieh left Liverpool
on tbe 23d ot April tor Nev York, with near six
bundied souls on board, enliided, at half-past 2
o'clock A, M, of the 10th of May, with the
berque Joseph Hume, twenty-one iuys oat trom
Kingstun, 8t. Vincent, West Indies, and bound
for Louton. The night was thick and fogey
the wind blowing Ire=h from the westward, an
a heavy sea on at the time, and those on board
vwere lgnorapnt ol tbe proximity of the
other vessel until it was too late to avert the
dizaster. The burque, suiling acroes the course
of the Columbia at a right angle, eiruck our
ehip on her port bow. The Columbia raised her
bow and canie down with her cotwater on the
starbonrd bow ot the Hame, carrsing away the
Iatter’s bolwarks aud doing much other damage
1o ber, The Hume then recotled 1o give us a
ram iu the port ribs with her horm, snd then
quietly arifiea astera of us,
